NEW YORK, # — Commodity 
prices nosedived ugain today for 
the second day in a row. 

Soon after grain and other com- 
modities plunged under heavy 
selling, President Truman _ said 
prices are rising so alarmingly 
that a crash is inevitable unless 
something is done to halt them. 


LOS ANGELES, #—Declines 
in the nation’s commodity and 
security market were viewed to- 
day by Joseph M. Dodge, presi- 
dent of the American Bankers’ 
association, as a warning to the 
public of the “completely unreal- 
istic price structure on which 
the country has been operating. 


The stock market, weak yester- 
day, resumed its decline but at a 
slower rate.

A petition is being circulated at Chaffey by interested 
teachers stating in effect that all educational policies be es- 
.\ablished by the school administrators and that the super-

ea No one can question the right of any American to peti- 
. tion or express his opinior. at any public meeting and this 
a" certainly includes school teachers. But when there is any 
: danger that such a petition could result in bringing un- 
‘ necessary ‘‘pressure’’ upon any group then some doubt can 


be cast about its underlying purpose. 


We do not pretend to know the ‘‘feeling’’ of every Chaf- 
fey teacher but it does seem that for any teacher to refuse 

‘to sign a petition endorsing the school administration would 

be a pretty risky personal proposition. In the event that 

the superintendent's contract is renewed, it can readily be 

af seen what the position of a ‘‘non-signer’’ would be as far 
as his future at Chaffey is concerned. 

The last sentence in the petition supporting the present 
Chaffey head has more or less been added as a ‘‘rider’’ to a 

_Principle of education or, which many teachers may be 

-agreed, In cther words, a person might very well be heart- 

“dly in favor of having the school’s policy in the hands of 
the administrators and be against the person now doing the 
‘administering ’’. 

The matter of whether Gardiner W. Spring is to be re- 
tained as superintendent of Chaffey is entirely up to mem- 
bers of the board who have been duly elected by the peo- 
ple in the Chaffey district. 

While teachers have every right to be heard in a democ- 
racy, it is the general public, taxpayers in the main, who 
-through their school boards make the final decisions. Par- 

ents have the right to determine whether an educational in- 
stitution supported by them is properly educating their 
children. 

The voting public in the Chaffey district apparertly was 
uct completely satisfied with the ‘‘Chaffey situation’’ and 
for that reason elected two new members to the board at the 
last election. That the board is aware of this has been 
eviderced by its insistence that department heads report 
their activities directly to them and that a fuller ‘‘explana- 
tion’’ of the administration’s policy be made. It is quite 
nbvious that neither the majority of the trustees nor the 
people who elected them are completely satisfied with what 
has been done at.Chaffey the past few years. The board cer- 
tainly has 2 right to investigate and find out ‘‘who’’ is re- 
sponsible for this dissatisfaction so that they can take the 
necessary action accordingly. 

Petiticns by teachers are not going to solve anything as 
far as the citizens of Upland and Ontario are concerned. 
They want to know the real facts and they: have vested the 
power for action in their board when these facts are finally 
uncovered. 

Whether the teachers’ petition will finally be presented 
at an open meeting or not, we do not know. But if it is, we 
are confident that the Chaffey board will consider it for 
what it is worth, keeping in mind the feeling of the taxpay- 
ers in the Chaffey district who make Chaffey and all it stands 
for possible. 

While we believe it is very timely for an open discussion 
of the Chaffey school problems and the question of re-em- 
ploying Mr. Spring, may we emphasize there is no place in 
our educational system for ‘‘politics’’. 
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There's no need to change anything in this world but 
people's hearts.

The British government’s ac- 
tion in calling on the country 
for a voluntary freezing of wages, 
profits and prices in an effort to 
| combat inflation is at once a 
{warning of the gravity of Eng- 
land’s economic crisis and an ex- 
hibition of spartan determination 
to win through. 


There would seem to be no 
question of ideology’ involved in 
this daring and drastic move by 
Britain’s socialist regime. It’s a 
matter of survival, and Prime 
Minister Attlee himself present- 
ed the case to the House of Com- 
mons after consulting both trade 
unions and organized employers. 


It is a tribute to the long- 
suffering British public’s spirit 
of cooperation that Mr. Attlee felt 
able to lay sttch a proposition be- 
}fore it. The nation has disciplin- 
ed itself to endure a fierce aus- 
terity of life during the long fight 


against inflation. The prime 
minister is trusting to this dis- 
| cipline, 

One suspects that the govern- 
;ment’s anxiety relates not so 
| much to the present moment as 


to a dangerious period around the 
|first of June. The experts tell 
jus that Britain's gold and dollar 
|reserves will be exhausted by 
about that time. That could pro- 
duce a. grave situation, failing 
outside help, and the  govern- 
ment obviously would be most un- 
wise to bank on the Marshall 
plan while that project is_ still 
under discussion in Congress. 
So with maybe four months to 
go before the, monetary reserves 
run out, Attlee is taking time by 
the forelock in trying to inaug- 
urate his startling program to 
protect the value of the pound 
sterling and prevent inflation.

would be incalculable’. 

Well, what would happen if 
Britain failed to regaih her world 
position? The answer is that a 
| vacuum would be created in the 
many strategic areas which she 
has dominated through the gen- 
erations--the vital Mediterranean 
area, for instance, . the Middle 
East and on into the Far East. 

That vacuum couldn’t long ex- 
fist. It would have to be filled— 
and there. would be only two great 
powers from whieh destiny could 
make a choice. One would be 
Russia and the other would be 
the United States. . As the signs 
now read, the Soviet Union would 
be tickled to death to supplant 
mighty Britain, while the United 
States neither wants to fill such 
a void nor does she wish to see 
Russia do so.
